TUE CENTURY AND ITS FRUIT, 
In alluding to the preparations for the 
centennial celebration, the New York 
Tr.bane says it is timely to ask what 
the century has done for the nation as a 
political organism. In material aspects 
the progress of the nation has been with­ 
out parallel. Its farms and its factories, 
its mines and its mills,its inventions, ac­ 
cumulations of wealth, nod improvement 
in the condition of the inhabitants are 
not in danger of bein; overlooked. But 
there is a general impression that rn its 
political life the nation has deteriorated, 
that its methods are not as pure or its 
aims as elevated as in the golden age ot 
revolutionary heroism. 
When Washington’s farewell address 
warned his countrymen against party 
spirit he was not speaking of an evil then 
unknown. Little study of the nation’s 
early history is needed to show that in 
violation and malignity of personal at­ 
tacks, in bitterness of personal rivalries 
and animosities, the early days were not 
as stainless and beautiful as many im­ 
agine. Not many Americans have ever 
been reviled aa Washington or Jefferson 
was, end the latest days so often called 
degenerate have not seen a 
Ham­ 
ilton slain in a duel ny a Burr. The 
narrowness of spirit, the petty selfish­ 
ness and jealousy which mark much of 
ike discussion in seme cf the states oyer 
the constitution are not surpassed to­ 
day, but instead there is seen a pride in 
the national unity, power and progress, 
and a measure of subordination of local 
to national interest, which nowhere ap­ 
pear in the years immediately succeed­ 
ing the revolution. Nothing but stern 
necessity brought the colonies together 
into political union, but the national 
spirit, then so weak, has grown to be 
powerful enough to empress the great­ 
est civil war of human history. 
In a higher sense the nation has grown 
because it has cleared away the weak 
dishonoring compromises of its origin. 
Slavery bas gone, and with it the per­ 
nicious doctrine of state supremacy 
The right and duty of the nation to pro­ 
tect and promote the welfare of its citi­ 
zens, regardless of looal divisions, have 
been recognized in school laws, in laws 
for prevention 
of 
diseases, 
in 
re­ 
gulation 
of 
interstate 
commerce 
in restriction 
of 
immigration 
aud 
in other forma almost innumerable. 
Becoming conspicuously one in interest! 
the nation has become one in consciecce| 
bo thbt agitation for deoent and honest 
marriage 
laws, 
bankrupt 
laws, 
and 
election laws, springs 
up 
in 
almost every state at once. 
Through 
concurrent action of state legislatures, 
enormous progress bas already been 
made, and yet it is everywhere felt that 
the failure to secure for all citizens the 
benefits of that legislation which has 
been found the wisest and best is a dis­ 
credit, which patriotic feeling strives 
earnestly to remove. 
The habit of the time is to speak of 
our eleotioDs, lawmaking bodies aud 
public men as exceedingly corrupt. Yet 
it may fairly be doubted whether there 
was not as much evil in early times, 
when there was no Argus-eyed scrutiny 
or ceaseless criticism as there is now. 
The very fre quency of censure betokens 
a 
watchfulness 
and 
a 
popular 
demand 
for 
purify 
of 
cond not 
which certainly did not exist rn tho days 
of Jackson or Van Buren, or m thoso of 
Pierce or Buchanan. 
Great combina­ 
tions of capitalists have not more, but 
lees, power than relatively similar com­ 
binations bad in the times which erenow 
oalled pure, and it may be doubted 
whether the rights of the poorest citizen 
were ever more jealously watched or 
impartially defended than they are now. 
The progrt ss of the nation in moral 
life may be traced in the very topics of 
discussion which have engrossed atten­ 
tion. Tu early days the rights of states, 
the oreation of banks, the acquisition of 
territory divided men into hostile camps> 
Now temperance, purification of elec­ 
tions and of the publio service engross 
attention. The nation is not dbly older, 
more manly, less aggressive, but it is 
more anxious to defend and uplift its 
citizens, more zealous to protect its 
homes and purify its publio life, than at 
any previous period in the cent ary .

HAVOC BY L IG H TN IN G . 


A F a rm e r’s H ouse N ear F in d lay , O hio, 
S tru c k and S everal P ersons In ju re d . 
F in d la y , Ohio, April 16.—The family 
of C . H. Perkins, living in Jackson town­ 
ship, this county, had a most remarkable 
experience during a thunderstorm which 
passed over that section yesterday. 
The 
storm, which was accompanied by terrific 
lighning, came up almost without a mo­ 
ment’s warning, and in an instant after it 
began a bolt of lightning struck the fam­ 
ily residence, tearing away the tin roof, 
with the cornice and a part of the weather 
boarding, and then descended by a pipe to 
the basement, which is used as a kitchen. 
Here it knocked down the furniture, such 
as washstands, tables, etc., into a heap, 
and threw a dog, which was asleep by the 
stove, so violently against the stone wall 
of tho apartment, that it was instantly 
killed. 
The servant girl, who was stand­ 
ing by the stove, was shocked so severely 
that she will hardly recover, although still 
alive. 
Mrs. Perkins and a babe, who were 
also in the room, escaped without Injury. 
In front of the house the hired man was 
standing with a team of horses, and they 
ran away, throwing the man from the 
wagon and severely injuring him. 
The 
frightened animals in their mad flight de­ 
molished the vehicle and seriously injured 
themselves. 
Mr. Perkins was out in the 
garden when the bolt struck tho house. 
The spado which he had in his hand was 
knocked some distance away and he was so 
severely stunned that he did not recover 
consciousness for an hour.

caught fire from the overturned stove, but 
the heavy rain which followed extinguished 
the flames before much damage had been 
done. 
The escape of the family from in­ 
stant death, considering all the circum­ 
stances, was most remarkable.

From September up to the present 
time more than 5,000,000 hectares of pub­ 
lic land have been surveyed by companies 
duly authorized. 
Of these lands one-third 
has fallen to the share of tho surveying 
companies as a recompense for their work 
and the remainder has been added to the 
a rea available for colonization or sale, ac­ 
cording to the laws ruling these matters. 
“ The Vera Cruz harbor improvement 
works have continued without interrup­ 
tion, 1,170 blocks having been submerged. 
These blocks will, in process of time, form 
the foundation for the breakwater which 
will protect the port on the northwest. 
The hydraulic works undertaken to pro­ 
tect the bank of the Rio Bravo at Cindad 
Juarez are on the eve of completion, seven 
jetties, which protect an extent of more 
than five 
kilometers, 
having

been constructed. 
Remarkable improve­ 
ments are to bo recorded in the federal 
telegraph system. 
The section connecting 
Sinaloa w ith Chihuahua, via Culiocan and 
Parral, has been completed. 
The section 
; from Vera Cruz to Tlopot&lpam is in oper­ 
ation, that from Minatillan to San Nicholas 
is now finished, and only sixty-seven kilo­ 
meters are lacking to complete the line 
from Vera Cruz to Minatillan. 
“The total strength of the federal tele­ 
graph system, excluding double and triple 
wires and lines temporarily transferred to 
tho States, is 21,200 kilometers.” 
In his general resume of the finances tho 
President says that the revenues are in­ 
creasing, the collections of the first half of 
the current fiscal year being somewhat 
greater than in the corresponding period 
of tho previous year. 
The importance of 
giving free scope to the operations of bank­ 
ing institutions is dwelt upon, and mention 
is made of a project for the establishmeut 
of an agricultural and industrial bank in 
the State of Pueblo. 
Tho operations of 
liquidations and tho conversion of the in­ 
terior debt are going on without interrup­ 
tion. 
The expenses authorized by the 
budget have been met regularly and with­ 
out recourse to extraordinary means 
“ To sum up,” says the President in con­ 
cluding this division of his message, “ the 
gradual increase of tho revenue, tho regu­ 
larity in payments, and the confidence felt 
abroad in respect to the solvency of the 
republic constitute a 
which, if it cannot be termed prosperous, 
differs very favorably from that which, 
during long years, obstructed and para­ 
lyzed the well-being of the nation.”

Im portant M easures A cted Upon by the 
L egislature at Madison. 


M a d i s o n , Wis., April 16.—Tho Senate 
Monday concurred in Assembly bills pro­ 
viding that all wages or compensation for 
labor, unless there shall be a written con­ 
tract to the eountrary, shall be paid weekly 
or bi-weekly in cash, but this act shall not 
bo held to apply to agricultural laborers, 
commercial travelers, persons working on 
commissions, traveling employes of rail­ 
ways and express companies, persons em­ 
ployed in logging camps, etc.; making it 
unlawful for any Ufo insurance company 
or mutual benefit society to df business in 
a State while an unpaid judgment stands 
against it; and empowering tho county of 
Florence to raise $8,500 to aid in tho con 
struction of a bridgo across Blue river. 
The Assembly passed bills: Providing 
that if an unmarried person sleeps in one 
ward and boards in another, the place 
where ho boards shall be considered his 
residence, and requiring railway turn 
tables to bo kept locked when not attended 
or in use. 
A Senate bill was concurred in 
enlarging the duties of the State Railroad 
Commissioner and making his decision in a 
case arbitrated by him law, until reversed 
by a court. 
In the evening tho Assembly killed a 
Senate bill appropriating $60,000 for the 
erection of a gymnasium at tho State 
University, and $14,500 for lighting the 
State House with electricity, and concurred 
in Senate bills appropriating $1,000 an­ 
nually for tho maintenance of summer 
school for teachers at the State University, 
and giving the Governor power to transfer 
chronic insane patients from State hos­ 
pital and county asylums.

F ed era l T roops Will E n force th e A u ­ 
th o r ity of th e United States M arshal. 


W a sh in g to n * , 
April IO.—Inasmuch as 
the act which threw open tho Territory of 
Oklahoma to settlement failed to contain 
any provision for the organization of a 
civil government of any form, that strip 
of land will, after April 22, b9 solely 
within the jurisdiction of tho United States 
Marshal for the Indian Territory.

It Is expected here that there will be a 
great deal of lawlessness for months to 
come, and the troops will be kept con­ 
stantly busy supporting the United States 
marshal in maintaining order whore claims 
conflict. 
Those interested in Oklahoma will take 
immediate steps toward securing the or­ 
ganization of a civil government of some 
form at the earliest possible moment after 
the assembling of Congress next Tainter. 
Mr. Springer, who is the only one of the 
three leaders of the fight last winter for 
the Territory, is confident that there will 
be no trouble now in securing Hie passage 
of a bill creating a Territorial form of 
government, especially after the Cherokee 
commissioners shall have made their re­ 
port.

Jerry was ex-officio 
commander - in - chief 
of the capital of that 
State and had author­ 
ity over all tile rooms 
except those actual!

One of tho best 
rooms on the ground

floor had been occu- 
JERRY rusk. 
pied 
for 
many years as tho 
head 
quarters of the State Fair association, 
but was never used except for a few weeks 
every fall preceding the annual pumpkin 
show. 
Tho Legislature having appointed 
a railroad commission, as was done in Illi­ 
nois and Iowa, it became necessary to find 
them quarters, and Uncle Jerry notified 
tho old gentleman who served as secretary 
of the State Fair association and was in the 
habit of going to this room to smoke his 
pipe and read his newspapers, that ho 
would have to vacate.

THE CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE A ST. PAUL 
RAILWAY. 


The Block system is soon to come into 
general use over all the lines of the C. 
M. A St Paul railway. 
It is a device 
for let seeing the liability to accidents by 
trains following one another up too 
closely. 
The road is divided off into sections or 
blooks, and at each end of the blook is 
placed a signal light which may be 
made to show the “ danger” cr “all 
right.” Suppose one end of the block 
to be in Janesville and the other end in 
Milton. 
When a train leaves Janesville 
for Milton the signal at Janesville is 
made to read “danger,” and bo remains 
until the train reaches Milton, when it is 
telegraphed back to Janesville and the 
signal turned to “all right” again. This 
prevents two trains ever being on the 
same blook at the same time. This sys­ 
tem has been in use by the O. M. A Bt. 
Paul Railway between Milwaukee and 
Brookfield Junction, and has proved 
very satisfactory. 
The same system is 
also in use on the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
roads.
